Summer  Session  Starts 
With  Registration  May  31st 


Good  Enrollment 
Seen  in  Two  Six- 
Week  Terms. 

The  Wartburg  college  summer 
session  will  begin  on  Monday, 
May  31,  with  the  registration  of 
new  students.  The  first  term  is  in 
session  from  May  31  to  July  9  and 
the  second  term  from  July  12  to 
Aug.  20.  The  chief  purpose  of  the 
summer  session  is  to  achieve  ac‘ 
ccleration  of  the  aducationnl  pro¬ 
cess  os  lequt^sted  by  the  National 
government. 

Since  all  departments  will  be 
represented  in  the  twelve-week 
session,  students  may  continue 
their  studies  during  the  summer 
in  order  to  complete  their  under¬ 
graduate  work  earlier.  This 
spring's  high  school  graduates 
may  begin  their  freshman  studies 
this  summer  and  continue  next 
fall.  Three  regular  years  of  study 
with  two  summer  sessions  will  en¬ 
able  the  average  student  to  com¬ 
plete  the  120-hour  requirement 
for  graduation  in  less  than  three 
calendar  years. 

Many  teachers  have  entered  the 
armed  services  of  their  country 
with  the  result  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  teachers  in  all  school 
systems.  Summer  courses  for 
teachers  serve  various  purpose — 
certificate  renewal,  higher  grade 
certification,  and  reinstatement  of 
certificates  for  those  whose  cer¬ 
tificates  have  expired. 

Miss  Mildred  Smith,  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools  in  Bremer 
county  has  been  added  to  the 
faculty  for  the  summer  term  in 
place  of  Miss  Grace  Roark  who  is 
taking  a  summer  course  at  the 
University  of  Colorado.

MISSIONARY 
IS  SPEAKER 

Attired  in  typical  Kurdish 
garb.  Rev.  H.  A.  Mueller, 
sian  missionary,  addressed  the 
students  in  the  May  12  convoca¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  Mueller,  who  is  now  serv¬ 
ing  a  congregation  in-  Wisconsin, 
gave  his  audience  a  vivid  picture 
of  the  life  and  customs  in  thi 
Middle-Eastern  country.  He  stat¬ 
ed  that  a  missionary  cannot  enter 
Persia  with  the  specific  purpose 
of  converting  Mohammedans 
the  Christian  faith,  but  must 
ter  as  a  doctor  or  as  a  “spiritual 
counsellor.’’  Although  tlic  gov¬ 
ernment  authorities  are  aware  of 
the  nature  of  the  work  done  by 
these  missionaries,  their  official 
status  must  not  be  evangelist. 

He  stated  that  Mohammedanism 
denies  the  central  doctrine  of 
Christianity,  namely  the  death 
and  atonement  of  Christ.  He  em¬ 
phasized  the  conflict  between  the 
Eastern  religion,  symbolized  by 
the  dagger,  and  the  Christian  re¬ 
ligion  symbolized  by  the  cross  of 
Christ.
